Arrangements have been 
made in New York and San Francisco to 
charter, if necessary, from thirty to fifty ves- 
celstobe used as tramsports and colliers. 
Pre] rations so farasthe regular naval ves- 
sels were concerned have been made as com- 
plete as possible, the Bureau of Naval Intel- 
igence, acting under instructions, has pre- 
prepared a Ist of merchant vessels available 
in case War is declared. An offer from a New 
York shipowner ofa score or more of small 
vessels to carry coal has met with the thanks 
of the Department and a request that he hold 
his vessels sO as to have them ready on 
twenty-four hours’ notice has been made. 
Naval officers are also looking about New 
York for vessels to be used in the torpedo 
service. It has been reported by them that 
the most available craft forthis service are 
the fast private yachts ofthe metropolis. , 
Itisurged that these yachts can be very 
ickly converted into torpedo boats .and 
sers, and the belief is expressed that they 
prove fully as effective as the torpedo 
of the Chillan navy. According to naval 
guthorities our weakest point now is a lack 
oftorpedoes. Orders hurrying up the two 
firms who have contracts to furnish torpe- 
does have recently been issued. The firms 
fifre replied that they are bending every 
effortto finish the torpedoes as rapidly as 
the contracts call for them,

MISTAKEN IDENTITY. 


A Father Suffers for the Sins of a Way 
ward Son. 

PARKERSBURG, W. Va., Dec. 19.—Rev. Giles 

K. Dawson of this city, but recently pastor 

of thg First Street M. E. Church, South, of 


Huntington, has been silenced and excom-. 


municated for alleged falsehood and immor- 
ality. ; 
Dawson’s case is a most peculiar one, and 


the facts attached to the charge make up one 
of the most sensational stories ever known 
in the annals of church trials. 

Last summer Dawson, who is a one-armed 
ex-soldier, an able preacher and a very 
bright man, took charge of the church above 
mentioned. His work was highly praised on 
all sides. He builtup a strong congregation 
from a nucleus of very unpromising appear- 
ance and was really, it is said, doing a great 
deal of yood, Jealousies and bickerings 
arose from some cause 2nd all sorts of talk 
about the pastor was circulated, ending in 
certain members bringing serious charges 
against him. He was charged with havin 
been arrested for some crime in Wes 
Virginia, and with having been arrested 
for slander. Charges of misappropriating 
church funds, falsehood, etc., were also 
made. To the serious allegations Rev. Daw- 
son made the strange plea that they arose 
from mistaken identity. He alleged that 
there was another G. K. wson, alsoa one- 
armed man, who greatly resembied him, and 
that this person wa’ the man who ad com- 
mitted the alleged outrages against “gyn 

Dawson’s plea, apparently given with 
great reluctance, was considered by the com- 
mittee a highly colored story without the 
slightest foundation, andthe Quarterly Con- 
ference summarily dismissed him. 

In September Dawson appealed fo the Gen- 
eral Conferenee, then in session in this city. 
Acommittee was appointed to review the 
case and the facts given below were brought 


out, 

One of the allegations against Dawson was 
that he had been arrested in West Virginia. 
It developed,that a G. K. Dawson, a one- 
armed man, had been arrested at Yellow 
Creek, in this State, several years before for 
forgery. He was tried, convicted and sen- 
tenced to a term in the penitentiary and 
served histerm. But this G. K. Dawson, al- 
though a ys Sree man and greatly re- 
sembling the preacher, was not the Rev. 
Giles K., but George K. Dawson. The given 
name of neither Giles or George seems AO 
have been thought of in distinguishing the 
preacher from the ex-convict, and the result 
was as might have been expected. One-half, 
if nota great majority of the people cog- 
nizgant of the affair had never heard of more 
than one G. K. Dawson, and that was the 
preacher. The logical result was that Kev. 
Giles was sgddled with the doings of Convict 
George. 

Some time later Rev. G. K. Dawson settled 
in Cedarville, O., opposite this city. He took 
charge of a church at that place and was 
doing well when he got intotrouble. He was 
arrested on a charge of having slandered and 
libeled a young woman of Cedarville 
named Rute. There was a great 
Geal of excitement, and not a few rash 
threats against the preacher, all of 
which grew out of letters written by Rev. 
Giles to a son who lived at another piace in 
Ohio. The son, it appears, had struck up an 
acquaintance with Miss Rute, and his father 
wrote him several letters in which he ad- 
vised him to stop corresponding with the 
young woman. The ulgrateful scamp re- 
mailed the letters tothe young woman after 
adding, itis said, statements untbought of 
by his father. It was upon these letters that 
the charge was brought. The Grand-jury, 
however, didn’t think them of an indictable 
nature, but public opinion, ignorant of the 
facts, made a further stay in that locality un- 
desirable and the reverend gentleman ieft. 
The Conference Committee found that the 
above was true, and further, 
who sent the letters back tothe woma 
an ex-convict, George Kk. Dawson, and they 
further cleared up the mystery surrounding 
the ex-convict andthe preacher by finding 
thatthe ex-convict, Geo. K. Dawson, and 
the one-armed man was ason of the Kev. G. 
K., who undoubtedly had condoned his son’s 
offenses against society and himself and had 
tried to do a father’s duty by a wayward son. 
It was a most peculiar condition of things, in 
fact so strange that just such another was 
not known to any of the committee. 

After unraveling these mysterieg and ex- 
plaining away all alleged misdoings in so far 
as their more important cases were concerned, 
the General Conference set the decision of the 
lower Court aside and remanded the case to 
the quarterly Conference for re-trial. 

The case came up Monday night before the 
Quarterly Conference at Huntington, when 
the above facts were explained, but the rup- 
ture among the members was too great and 
the opposition so strong that after a stormy 
session the majority decided to sacrifice the 
preacher whether right or wrong. 


LA GRIPPE. 


Ravages of the Disease in the Nutmeg 
State—Other Points Visited. 


HARTFORD, Conn., Dec. 19.—The Nutmeg 
State seems to have been selected by the 
demon La Grippe, as a promising field. Re- 
ports from all parts of the State tell of its 
ravages. Thecases are far more numerous 
than severe, although a number of deaths 


have been reported. In many cities and 
towns it is epidemic, and notownor village 
seems to have escaped it. In this city the 
disease is exceedingly prevalent. A careful 
estimate from consultation with tke hospital 
and city physicians makes the number sick 
with it from 750 to 800, with others sick who 
have not called in physicians. The disease 
does not seem tobe of such violent form as 
two years ago

DANGER TO EUROPE. 


How Russia Regards the Coburg Re 
gime in Bulgaria. 


MINISTER RIBOT DECLINES TO MEET 
PRINCE FERDINAND’S AGENT. 


The Action of France Approved by the 
St. Petersburg Press—A German Mili- 
tary Authority Says England Will De- 
cide the Next Conflict in Europe— 
Events in Europe. 


St. PETERSBURG, Dec. 19.—The Nova Vremya 
prints a semi-official article concerning the 
dispute between France and Bulgaria grow- 
ing out of the Chadouine incident, The ar- 
ticle approves the action of France in with- 
drawing her representative from Bulgaria 
and declares that if France had yielded any 
in her demands that the decree of expuision 
against M. Chadouine should be rescinded 
she would establish a dangerous precedent. 
The Nova Vremya adds that had such a prece- 
dent been published England would take ad- 
vantage of it in Egypt. 

**France,’’ the paper further says, ‘‘can- 
not rest contended with thé recall of her 
representative at Sofia. We presume that M. 
Cabon, the French Ambassador to Turkey, 
will not conceal from the Sultan the necessity 
for further action on the part of France.’’ 

The Novosti says that the Chadouine inci- 
dent may render it incumbent on France and 
Russia to intervene to prevent Bulgaria from 
being made a center of agitation by the 
Dreibund anda base for Austria’s advance 
upon the Balkans. 

In addition the Novosti says that whatever 
the outcome of the present difficulty may be 
the incident shows that Russia is right in re- 
garding the Coburg regime in Bulgaria, sup- 
ported by the Dreibund, as a permanent dan- 
ger to Europe. 

It is stated that M. Ribot, French Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, has declined to grant an 
interview toa confidential agent of Prince 
Ferdinand of Bulgaria, who sent the mes- 
senger to France to explainthe Chadoulne 
affair.

An Appeal for Aid From the Wife of Leo 
Tolstoi. 


teaders of the Post-DISPATCH are already 
sufficiently familiar with the fact that there 
isin Russiaa shortage in the food supply 
which will result, it is predicted, in the death 
within the next twelve months of at least a 
million of persons from famine and its at- 
tendant evils. Women and children are al- 
ready dying by hundreds of huffger. There 
are doubtless many persons in the United 
States who would be giad to contribute to the 
relief ot the unfortunates, aid they know how 
to do it, and this information is supplied by 
the last issue of Free Russia, the monthly 
journal published in New York by Mr. George 
Rn. Kennan and his friends. The paper con- 
tains an article by Count Tolstol, the dis- 
tinguished author, on the impending mis- 
ery, Dut it was written Nov. 1 before the 
issue of the ukase forbidding the exporta- 
tion of wheat, and before the extent of the

lowing extract from his letter:

ties. The panic is also strikingly noticeable ip the 
ever-increasing disagreements between the various 
ioecal jurisdictions. Asis always the casein times of 
epidemic terror, some rush one way and some an- 
other. A further proof of the panic is the attitude 
and behavior of the people; for instance, the general 
rush for work and the desperate swaying of the 
masses to and fro, from couatry to town and from 
town to country. Does not this clearly prove the 
pr | of terror with which the people are pos- 
sessed ? 

All these signs. the panic especially, are gravely 
significant and show that we have good cause for 
fear. The enemy, a terrible enemy, stands right be- 
fore us, and it is useless to say that we are not afraid 
ofbim. Now, if we really fear him, the first thing 
we have to do is to discover the measure of his 
strength. Wedare potremainin our present state 
of ignorance.

It wasin the form ofa 
letter toa Russian newspaper and to Rus- 
sians only; but contributions from America 
would, of course, be welcomed, and they 
would afford the admirers of the great 
novelist an opportunity to show their ap 
preciation of hig work. It should be added 
that there are no money order facilities be- 
tween thiscountry and Russia andthe best 
way toremit funds isto buy from any bank 
whieh selis foreign exchanges, a draft on 
London, and to send that to Count Tolstol. 
He can readily have it cashed in Moscow. 
Following is the Countess Toistol’s appeal for 
aid:

REASONS WHY HE COULD NOT ACCEPT 
THE ASSIGNMENT, 


Some of OCOrisp’s - Friends Said to Be 
Alarmed Over the Division in the Dem- 
ocratic Ranks—Meeting of the Commit- 
tee. on Rules—Short Session of the 
House. 


WASHINGTON, D. C,, Dec. 19,—Mr. Mills has 
been offered second place on the Committee 
ou Ways and Means together with the Chair- 
manship of another important committee 
and he declined to accept such assignment. 
The tender was made in.a letter from 
Speaker Crisp which reached the Texas 
Statesman last night. It is said 
to have been perfectly courteous 
in tone and otherwise wunexceptionabie, 
but Mr. Mills would not haveit.

In it Mr. Mills will say 
that he has served on the Committe on Ways 
and Means forten years, was its Chairman 
in the Fiftieth Congress, and that if any 
reasons exist why he should not beat the 
head of the committee the same reason will 
prevent acceptance of a subordinate place 
on the committee. Nothwithstanding this 
refusal of Mr. Mills to serve on the Committee 
on Waysand Means it is said that Speaker 
Crisp will appoint him Chairman of the other 
committee as proposed. Either that on Post- 
offices and Post-roads, Commerce, Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries. : 

Close friends of Mr. Mills and the Speaker 
both agree that Mr. Mills understands that he 
will not be appointed Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means, although Mr.

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HUNGER-MADDENED 


Striking Coal Miners Attack a “Black 
Leg” Train. 


REIGN OF TERROR IN THE BRAZIL (IND,) 
DISTRICT. 


Workers Grown Desperate—-Women ané 
Children at the Starvation Point 
Ecanty Relief Sent Them by Sympa- 
thigers—Further Troubles Expected=— 
Burmingban Convention—Boycotts. 


BRAZIL, Ind., Dec. 19.—A mod of angry 
strikers from Perth, Caseyville, Rosedale and 
Coxville attacked the ‘‘bdiackleg’’ train at 
Coal Bluff as it was returning from Syndicate 
Mine No, 8 last evening. The windows of the 
cars containing the ‘‘bDiacklegs’’ were 
smashed with stones and several pistols were 
discharged, but no one was injured. The 
train passed the station at the rate of forty 
miles an hour,so thatit was impossible for 
any of the mob to board the cars, and the en- 
raged strikers gove vent to their feelings by 
firing revolvers and throwing stones, 

The long-delayed relief has at last reached 
Perth and Caseyville and many of the strik- 
ers who had promised to return to work 
changed their minds. The amount, how- 
ever, is meager, amounting to only #@ cents 
to a family, but morets promised to-day. 
Word was sent to Coal Biuff, Coxville and 
Rosedale that Perth and Caseville had re- 
ceived money and by to-day It would be dis- 
pensed inall the hamlets inthe Brazil coal 
fields. Notwithstanding the arrival of the 
funds at Perth and Caseyvilie many of the 
strikers reported at various mines operated 
by the syndicate and said they had had 
enough of starvation and would report for 
work by Monday. 

Several of the wives of the miners in and 
around Coxville were asked as to the amount 
of food they had and how much longer they 
could hold out. Some of them had been li¢v- 
ing on salt and potatoes, while others ofly 
had cornmeal in small quantities, At Casey- 
ville and Perth several of the strikers ad- 
mitted that they had been living on one and 
two spare meals aday. *#5me of them said 
they would starve before they would give in 
but others said that if relief aid not come in? 
large quantities and often they would give tn, 

Thirty miners were taken to the Perth Mines 
yesterday. Each of the men ca a 
weapon for use in case they were assaul 
by the Austrians in that neighborhood 
are wild with anger and vow they will wreak 
vengeance on the ‘‘Biack leggers.’’ It will 
be remembered that a man who was recently 
working In the mines was taken out and hor- 
ribly beaten. Intense excitement prevails 


at work by theiranary brothers, who refuse 
to go in the mines at the old scale, a great 
loss of life will doubtless ensue.

Four Dynamite Bombs Placed in a Paris 
Poliee Station. 


THE FUSES HAD BEEN IGNITED, BUT 
WERE EXTINGUISHED. 


Supposed to Be the Work of Anarchists 
Who Have Sworn to Wreak Vengeance 
on the Officers of the Law—Riot Near

PARIS, Dec. 19.—Clinchy, a northern suburb 
of Paris, was thrown into a state of great ex- 
citement to-day by the discovery of four 
bombs in the police station there. The fuses 
attached to the bombs had been ignited but 
the fire had by some means been extinguished 
before reaching the explosives with which 
the bombs were filled. 

It was at Clichy that serious Socialist dis- 
turbances occurred during the labor demon- 
stration on May Day, and the fact of the 
finding of these bombs has caused great 
alarm in police ana other circles, as it is be- 
lieved it shows that the persons who came in 
contact with the police on May Day are de- 
termined to seek revenge and that some of 
them placed the bombs where they were 
found in the hope of demolishing the station. 

It is known that many Belgians are now in 
Paris, andthat among them are men skilled 
in the manufacture of htgh explosives.

THREE MEN KILLED. 


Boiler Explosion Spreads Death and 
Ruin at Springfield, Mo. 


ONE OF THE VICTIMS LITERALLY BLOWN 
TO PIECES. 


Fragments of the Body Hurled to a Dis- 
tance of 100 Yards— Sinking of a 
French Torpedo Boat— An English 
Schooner Run Down-—Daily Record of 
Casualties. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Dec. 19.—This morning 
at 7:30 o’clock a boller which was being used 
by some stone contractors about 200 feet from 
phe new Baldwin Theater exploded, killing 
Engineer Phillip Davis, Assistant Engineer 
Robert Blair and probably fatally wounding 
George Crow, a laborer. The ex 
plosion was caused by the] boiler being 
heated while almost empty and turning on 
cold water, which caused theterrific explo- 
sion, Engineer Davis was blown literally to 
pieces, a part of his body being driven 
through the wall of the grain elevator to the 
east of where the engine was stationed. 
A piece of his skull was found lying in front 
ofthe Calvary Presbyterian Church, a dis- 
tance of 100 yards, while one of his arms was 
found onthe public square a distance of 100 
yards in the opposite direction. The mangled 
pieces are being collected ina box preparatory 
to the Coroner’s inquest. Davis was 50 years 
old, and leaves a wife and four children. 

Robert Blair, assistant engineer, was killed 
instantly by the explosion, his head being al- 
most severed from his body and otherwise 
mangled almost beyond recognition. He 
was a brother-in-law of Davis and was un 
married. A man named Crews was employed 
as a laborer and was struck by a piece of iron 
inflicting a wound from which he died at 
11 o’clock in the hospital, where he had been 
taken for treatment. 

The engine was blown into atomsand sev- 
eral adjacent buildings had glass broken 
by the flying missiels. The engine shed was 
also completely wrecked. The new Baldwin 
Theater, which is just being completed at a 
| cost of $125,000, was not injured by the explo- 
sion, which was a good test of the solidity of

CALL AN EXTRA SESSION. 


Without any redistricting Missouri can, 
under the law as it stands, send fifteen 
Representatives to the next Congress, four- 
teen from that number of Congress dis- 
tricts into which the State is now divided 
by law) and one from the State at large, 
as provided for by act of Congress. 

Missouri is, therefore, entitled to seven- 
teen electors and seventeen votes for Presi- | 
dent and Vice-President. But she is 
bound tolose as many of these votes as 
there may. be of her electors appointed 
otherwise than as directed by her Legisla- 
ture. 

Each elector for any State must be ap- 
pointed ‘‘in such manner as the Legisla- 
ture thereof may direct,’’ or his appoint- 
ment is not valid, and Congress may refuse 
to count the vote cast by him for President 
and Vice-President. | 

If our Legislature had directed that - the 
electors to which this State may at any 
time be entitled shall be appointed bya 
vote of the people at large or by the Gov- 
ernor,; we might have seventeen electors 
appointed in such manner without calling 
an extra session to change the State law. 
But, unfortunately, while the Legislature 
has directed that all the electors of the 
State shall be appointed by the votes of 
the people at large, it has further provided 
that oneshall be appointed from among the 
residents of each of the fourteen Congress 
districts and only two from the State at 
large. 

There is no act of the Missouri Legis- 
lature directing the appointment of three 
electors from the State at large. There is 
an act directing that only two shall be so 
appointed, and that the rest shall be ap- 
portioned among the Congress districts, 
one to each district. If we send to the 
Electoral College three electors appointed 
at large, instead of two, as the State law 
directs, a Congress with a partiean end to 
gain may reject three of our electoral 
votes onthe ground that one of the three 
appointments was contrary to the law of 
the State, and that it is impossible to tell 
which two of the three were made as the 
Legislature of the State had directed. 

Many a seat in Congress has been vacated 
on narrower technical ground than this. 
Congress is a great stickler for State law 
when it can be used to deprive the other 
party of poweror office, and this temper is 
often exhibited in counting electoral votes 
for President and Vice-President. 

Great lawyers may advise the Governor 
that Congress ought to puta liberal con- 
struction upon the directions of our State 
Legislature and allow us to appoint three 
electors-at-large when the _ directions 
limit us totwo. Butsuch advice will not 
control the vote of any member of the Sen- 
ate or House in counting the electoral 
votes, and only by a new act of the Mis- 
souri Legislature directing the manner in 
which an additional elector shall be ap- 
pointed can Missouri be assured her full 
weight in the election of the next Presi- 
dent. A failure to call an extra session 
may cost Missouri more than a dozen extra 
sessions.

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NABBED THEM 


Capture a Bold Gang 
of Burglars. 


The Police 


Arrested While in Bed at No, 412 South 
Second Street. 


COULTERVILLE MERCHANTS IDENTIFY 
PLUNDERIN THE ROBBERS’ ROOM. 


All of the Prisoners Had Revolvers, but 
Did Not Get a Chance to Use Them— 
Story of the Burglaries Committed by 
the Gang Last Thursday Night at 
Coulterville—Supposed to Be the St. 
Louis Safe Blowers. 


Three young men were arrested at 412 South 
Second street, last night and from develop- 
ments this morning the police believe they 
have at last caught the much sought for safe 
blowers who were so active one month ago, 
For the past three months the trio arrested 
last night and one other have been boarding 
at Leache’s lodging house, 412 South Second 
street, and were very mysterious 
in theirmovements, They would disappear 
almost every week, be absent a day or two, 
and on their return they were always 
‘‘flush’’ and carried large bundles of bdd 
shapes and sizes. One man was always 
in the garret room occupied by the quartette 
and the chambermaid was not allowed to see 
what the boxes and valises contained. So 
mysterious did these gentlemen become that 
the proprietor gave the police a ‘‘tip’’ and 
for two months Sergt. Lyons and his men in 
that vicinity have kept aneye onthe stran- 
gers. Last Wednesday the quartette disap- 
peared. 
SURPRISED BY THE POLICE. 

Late yesterday evening they returned, and 
Sergeant Lyons on learning of it called 
Officers Turley, Clark, lebeau and Manion to- 
gether at 4:30 o’clock this morning and en- 
tered the house. The Key of the garret- room 
door was forced inthe keyhole on the out- 
side as though the occupants of the room ex- 
pected another member of the crowd to ar- 
rive. Sergt. Lyonsand the officers entered 
noislessly and found three man sleep- 
ing soundly. They awoke the sleepers 
and pulled them into a corner of the room 
before they could realize what had happened 
or before they had time to grasp their re- 
volvers, which lay hidden and full loaded 
under the pillows. In the room were 
three valises, two shotguns and several 
packages, which the police bundled into the 
wagon withthe prisoners and took them to 
the Four Courts. In the valise was found 
four revolvers, seventeen pocket-knives, 
several meerschaum pipes, two goldrings, 
several pairs of slippers.a pair of gloves, two 
new sack coats, a new suit of 
clothes and several boxes of cartridges. 
The bundles containe? old underclothes and 
other wearingapparel. To Capt. Young this 
morning the men gave their nameas: John 
Brown, 29 years of of age, a German laborer; 
Gotthardt Brabiel, 28 years of age, German 
and a tailor, and John Keifer, 30 years of age 
an American and a coal-miner by occupa- 
tion. They refused to say how they came 
into possession of the property found in their 
room and were locked up to awalt further in- 
vestigation. 

ROBBERIES AT COULTERVILLE, 

Early thts morning C. M. Hamill, Lincoln 
Elliott and Robert Osborn,three storekeepers 
in Coulterville, Randolph County, Mo., called 
atthe Four Courts and saida gang of safe- 
blowers and burglars visited Coulterville last 
Thursday night and tried to carry off 
the village. They burglarized two stores, 
the post-office, a flour mill and a creamery. 
Late Thursday evening three strangers got 
offa passe gertrain just beforeit reached 
Coulterville and = started to walk into 
town on the railroad but when they saw 
a section gang on the track ahead of 
them they leftthetrack and cut across the 
fields. That night citigenssawa fireitn an 
old deserted cabin on the outskirts of the vil- 
lage, and as_po one had lived in the house for 


some time it was supposed tramps 
had taken quarters there for’ the 
night. When the good people awoke 


yesterday morning there wasa general howl 
of ‘‘burglars.’’ During the night Ramford 
& Hamill’s general merchandise store had 
been entered andthree shot guns, twore 
volvers, four cases of pocket Knives and some 
smimall change was stolen. Mr. Hamlil had 
taken his pocket-book with him 
on leaving the store Thursday evening 
and forgot toreturn it to the cash drawer 
where he usually kept it. This act of for- 
getfulness saved him about $100. The 
burglars also entered James Stewart’s dry 
goods and grocery store and blew open the 
iron safe. hey secured $60 from the safe 
and stole a lot of small articles from the 
stock but found nothing in the drawers 
and bureaus they ransacked and scattered 
over the floor. The Post-office, conducted by 
Rufus East, postmaster, was entered by 
means of a skeleton key and the burglars 
finding nothiny to steal showed their disgust 
by strewinhg the floor with books, papers and 
letters. Nisbitt & Beckley’s flour mill 
was next visited and there the burglars 
found only 45 cents in the cash drawer, which 
they carried off after Strewing the office with 


books and papers, as they had done in the 
other stores, Th last place en- 
tered was Mr. Beckley’s creamery, 


which they broke intoand secured nothing. 
Whenthe burglaries became known about 
the town the cliizens went to the old cabin 
and there foundthe embers of the fire seen 
the night before. Someof Mr. Beckley’s but- 
ter and bread were also found in the cabin, 
which showed that the burglars and safe 
blowers had taken breakfast before they left 
the scene of their labor. 
IDENTIFIED THE PLUNDER. 

After Messrs. Hamill, Elliot and Osborne 
had told the story of the burglaries they 
were shown the plunder found in possession 
ofthetrio, Mr. Hamlil at once identified 
one shotgun, two revolvers,a box of cart- 
ridges and all the pocket Knives 
as the same property which had been stolen 
from his Deon last Thursday night. Mr. 
Elliot could not identify any of the preperty, 
but was quite certain the meerschaum pipes, 
rugs, slippers and gioves were stolen from Mr, 
Stewart, whom he telegraphed for at once. 

If Capt. Young can have some of the ar- 
ticles identified by a St. Louisan he will hold 
the men and prosecute them here, but If not 
he will deliver them tothe Coulterviile cit- 
izens, who proniise to give the prisonersa 
good taste of the law when they go to trial 
in Randolph County. 

An officer will goto Coulterville to-night to 
examine Mr. Stewart’s safe with the hopes 
of ~~ evidences which will strengthen 
the belief that the two are the St. Louls safe 
blowers. They are suspected of having 
attempted to blow open the vault in A. 
Kreckhaus’ hide store, 412 South Main street, 
one month ago, and alsoto be the same bur- 
giars whotriedtorob August Wilhelm’s sa- 
Joon, 801 South Second street, one 
week ago by boring six holes in 
the floorfrom the basement. At this place 
it seems to have. been the intention of the 
thieves to let the safe fail into the cellar and 
biow it open there, but they were frightened 
off before they finished boring. Last week 
several stores were entered and a safe was 


blown open in Bud, ill. A _ lot 
of goods were stolen and Mr. 
Hamill said to-da he believed 


Brown, Brabieland Keifer were the men who 
did the work asthe safe was blownin the 
same manner and ali the stores were entered 
with the aid of skeleton keys. The 
police have failed to find any §skele- 
ton keys or safeblowers’ tools in the 
room occupied by the men or on their person, 
the absence of which leads them to believe 
that the gquartette has other quarters in the 
city where plunder ts stored and tools kept. 
They are now searching for the place and the 
fourth man. 

Among the property in possession of the 
prisoners. was a broken cane, the head of 
which was gold and was engraved, ‘*To M. 
L. Salefrom his son, Moses.’’ The police 
think it was taken from some house.

REAL ESTATE AGENT DUFFY ONE OF THE 
PRINCIPAL ACTORS. 


Ho Visits a Delinquent Tenant and Ro- 
moves a Tonsorial Outfit With Revolver 
Drawn-—A Lively Close-up on Easton 
Avenue—Summons Issued for Disturb- 
ing the Peace. 


A sensation eviction scene in the burber 
shop No. 2902 Easton avenue, on Thursday, 
ja which Mr. Joseph A. Duffy, the weil- 
known real estate agent of SH Chestnut 
street, figured witha revolver, and stephen 
Dp. Carter, a negro barber with a bandrful of 
razors, is now being mace the occasion of an 
effort on Carter’s part to air the whole 
matter in the police courts. The trouble end- 
ing in this eviction and display of dangerous 
weapons seems to have arisen from Carter's 
failure to pay rent for the barber shop ta 
thenumber mentioned. It also appears that 
Mr. Duffy, besides being the landlord of the 
property, was interested In the barber shop 
business to the extent of owning the chairs 
and other furniture, which he had supplied 
to set Carter’s predecessor up in business as | 
aknight of the strop. The business had 
proved a failure, Carter had succeded to it, 
he in tarn had also falied to pay the rent, It 
is alleged, and then followed the exciting | 
last act indicated above. The fact that} 
Carter claims that Agent Duffy acted without § 
authority of the law inevicting him made aa 
investigation of the case nesessary to-day. 

MR. DUFFY'S STORY. 

Mr. Joseph A. Duffy was seenat his office 
and told the following story: 

‘*1dld not evict Carter or force him from 
the premises. I merely took possession of 
certain property belongingtome. Itts true 
that I drew a revoiver, but I did so because lI 
had reason to think such action necessary tn 
self-defense. Some monthsago I! set another 
barber up in business at-that place. I 
bought the barber-chairs, etc., and he was { 


to pay for them by degrees, and also f 
pay therent. He failed to do either, and 
Carter, who was working there, said ir I 


would allow himtorunthe shophe thought 
he could at least pay the rent, and ff he did 
not pay, he would vacate at any time I said, 
lie has been there over a month without pay- } 
ingacentand last Monday I asked him to 
leave under ouragreement. He replied that 
he had changed his mindand would not va- 
cate and added that I could not force him to 
do so. 

“*~ »**] immediately began a sult for rent before 
Justice Spaulding, and on Thursday I took 
two pretty good men who I knew would fight 
if occasion arose, and with three large pack- 
ing boxes I went out to Carter’s barber shop. 

** ‘Carter,’ said J, ‘I’ve come for my f 
chairs.’ 

‘*Carter started back toa Grawer under a 
mirror, and my two men took one of the > 
chairs and moved it intoa vacant store next | 
door. As they returned, Carter advanced to ¥ 
me with several razors in his hand, and ex- 
claimed angrily and rg —~ gee 

‘* *By what right do you this, Mr 
Duff ae 

Reaching down in my overcoat pocket I 
pulled out a revolver, which Icocked and 
pointed at him. 

‘« *By this right,’ Isaid firmly. There were 
two other colored barbers inthe place, and 
all of them looked ugly. I had reason to fear 
that they would do me personal injuryif I 


did not show them I was armed. I| never 
demanded the keys of the plac 
but as soon as my man 


removed the three barber-chairs Carter 
handed them to meand | locked the pl 
up. l understand that he is to-day trying te 
swear out all sorts of warrants against me, 
for murder, for robbery, for unlawful eject- 
ment, etc., butIlam not at ail alarmed. f 
merely took my own pig mks and it’s th 
last time I'll try to set a colored barber up in 
businegs.’’ 


A SUMMONS ISSUED. 

Anattempt was made to see Carter this 
morning, but without success. It was 
learned, however, that he had visited As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney Estep at the Four 
Courts and applied for a warrant charging 
Mr. Duffy with unlawfully ejecting him from 
the premises, 202 Easton avenue, but the 
warrant was refused. Carter claims that he 
never drew a razor, and that Agent Duffy's 
revolver was an unnecessary (display of dead- 
ly weapons intended to frighten him inte 
submittin to eviction. At the time he 
threatened to sue the agent for comeet ie 
one of the ‘‘bouncers’’ with Duffy said: 

‘*He’s talking about damages, Mr. Duffy. 
Shall we give him some real personal dam- 
ages worth talking about?’’ 

Carter claims also that until Agent Duff 
had got judgment tn his suit for rent he hac 
no legal right to eject him from the premises 
He to-day swore out a summons in th 
Second District Police Court, charging Mr 
Duffy with disturbance of the peace.

| Maj. Julius Hunicke the Victim of a 


Great Misfortune. 


A LEGAL INQUIRY INTO HIS MENTAL 
CONDITION ASKED BY HIS WIFE. 


His Trouble Brought on by a Paralytic 
Stroke—Sad Ending of a Prominent and 
Popular  Citizen’s Career — Suits 
Brought for Fire Insurance—A Travel- 
ing Man Wants a Divorce. 


Information of a rather startling nature 
was filed in the Probate Court to-day by Mrs. 
Mattie Hunicke, wife of Maj. Julius 
Hunicke, to the effect that her husband was 
of unsound mind and incapable of 
managing his affairs.

Hunicke ts one of the best-known 
German-Americans in the city, having come 
here many yearsago. Heisin the neighbor- 
hood of 55 years ofage, and for a long time 
was manager of Schnaider’s brewery. 
He was very active in politics 
and served on the Police Board 
under Gov. Fletcher’s administration. He 
was the regular Republican nominee for 
Sheriff some fourteen years ago, but was de- 
feated by John Finn. ‘This was the last time 
he sought public office. He was then 
connected with Schnaider’s brewery, 
and remained there up to the 
time his health began to fail. 
During the war Maj. Hunicke served under 
Gen, Peter Osterhaus, and since the organl- 
zation of the G. A. R. he has been an active 
post member. His name also appears on 
the rolls of several of the German social! or- 
ganizations and clubs.

A Bold Attack on One of the Employes 
of the Central Distilling Co. 


The series of robberles that have kept the

Cassatt, Mr. Marcus Daly, Mr. J. B. Haggin— 
all favor a pool bill for New Jersey, and they 
are gentlemen of too well-known reputa- 
tions and standing in society to wish 
ill to a neighboring State. The finan- 
cial question can be easily answered 
by sending a committee to Long Branch, 
EKatqntown and the country surrounding the 
Monmouth Park course, and inquiring how 
much money the midsummer races bring to 
the hotels, farmers, grain dealers, and, in 
fact, all whocare to furnish the many sup- 
et needed at a racetrack.

How the Great Powers May Be Drawn 
Into a Conflict. 


gHE CHADOUINE INCIDENT MAY PRO- 
VOKE A GENERAL WAR. 


premier Stambuloff Places Alexander of 
Battenburg at the Head of the Army— 
Minister Ribot’s Snub of Prince Ferdi 
nand—Significant Tone of the Russian 
Prese—The Czar’s Preparations for In- 
vasion of the Balkans. 


VIENNA, Dec. 19.—Diplomatic observers of 
politics in the Balkan States have at last dls- 
covered the mdtive which impelled M. Stam- 
bulof, the Bulgarian Premier, to have the 
sobranje vote a handsome yearly pension to 
prince Alexander of Battenburg. It seems 
that H. Stambuloff had been advisea by the 
Bulgarian Charge D’ Affaires at Constantl- 
nople thathe had been sent by the Sultan 
on a special missionto the Czar. The Bul- 

rian Premier at once jumped to the con- 
clusion that Bulgaria was the object of the 
mission and fearing danger and not having 
confidence in the military abilities 
of Prince Ferdinand he at. once 
hastened to pension Prince Alexander, 
with the ulterior object of placing the 
Rattenburg Prince at the head of the Bul 
garian army inthe event of hostilities, and, 
in case of success, toagain place him on the 
Bulgarian throne. It is known that Emperor 
William would welcome such a change, and 


ce Bismarck’s foreign policy, for Prince 
Aléxander would have been on the Bulgarian 
throne to-day if it had not been fora **hint’’ 
he received from Prince Bismarck to abdl- 
cate. The Battenburg Prince is now a Gen- 
eralinthe Austrian army, but is willing at 
any moment toaccepta cali from Bulgaria. 
It has always beenthe opinionin well-in- 
formed quarters that none of the great pow- 
ersare willing, or desire, to precipitate a 
war, but that if war comes it would 
undoubtedly be through some minor event on 


the part of smaller States simular to the ex- 
pulsion of M. Chadoutne, the French news- 
paper correspondent from Bulgaria. if Tur- 
key takes part in the dispute between France 
and Buigaria, as is stated to be likely, and 
attempts to coerce Bulgaria into according 
the demands of France, there is no telling 
where the difficulty will end. There is no 
doubt that the first defeat by the bulgarians 
of a Turkish army marching through astern 
Roumania would bring both Servian and 
Greek forces to the Bulgarian border.  Rou- 
mania is also open to the Russian armies. In 
a war in which England is neutral, the 
French fleet will command the 
Mediterranean and further, the adherence 
of Greece to the Russian programme 
willenable the French fleet to keep itself 
supped with coal for operations. Of course, 
Austria would not stand Idly by and seea 
Greece-Servian combt..ation under Russian 
inspiration getting the upper hand of Bul- 
garia, and once Austria stepped in, Germany 
and italy would be bouna to come to her sup- 
ay re glance at the Balkan Peninsula 
will present a grouping of the smali States 
according to their known sympathies, ilfus- 
trating forcibly the vast change In the 
European situation that results from the new 
connection between France and Kussia. The] 
success of this new combination would brio 
with ita general shiftingand rearranging 0 
the Balkan States.
